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Ben-Gurion 
Tension High;

JERUSALEM (Special) — 
TENSION REMAINS high in 


the Middle East despite the un- 
easy calm on the Israel - Syria 
border. 

Prime Minister Ben-Gurion 
warned Israel’s Arab neighbors 
this week that there is “danger 
of war.” He told the Knesset 
(Parliament): “Instructions have 
been given to the army how to 
behave. If the position grows 
more serious we shall issue other 
instructions.” 

Added to the tempest created 
by Syria’s assault last week at 
Gonen was news that Egpt has 
delivered British-made Vampire 
jet aircraft to Saudi Arabia pur- 
suant to an agreement of a year 
ago. Egypt agreed then to de- 
liver the Vampires when a cer- 
tain number of Soviet MIGs ar- 
rived in Egypt. 

ACCORDING TO State De- 


partment officials, this country 
was aware of this agreement 
when we agreed to send* jet 


trainer pilots to Saudi Arabia. 

It is feared by many qualified 
sources that unless the. United 
States takes definite and open 
sieps to deliver similar arms to 
Israel, the Arab nations of 
Egypt, Syria and Saudi Arabia 
may take some offensive action 
to carry out their threat to close 
Aqaba and the Straits of Tiran 
to Israeli shipping. ° 

it IS recognized that this de- 
livery of offensive aircraft to 
Saudi Arabia is in dine with the 
desperate attempts by Syria and 
Egypt to. prevent a peace in the 
Middle East. 

Until this -week, it appeared 
as though Saudi Arabia was sol- 
idly aligned with the pro-West- 
ern countries and that the Ad- 
ministration’s red carpet treat- 
ment of King Saud when he 
came here was paying off. Now 
there is growing concern that 
the persistent wooing and ca- 
joling of the Arabian monarch 
as a creat Arab leader by Egypt 
and Syria may lull him to the 
danger of Soviet infiltration 
into his kingdom and draw him 
away from the West.

Private capital which is invested in Israel seeks to promote con- 
ditions and an atmosphere which will permit industry to flourish. 
Friends of the Hebrew University, of the Technion and of Bar 
Ilan University, among others, are constantly affecting the fu- 


ture of the country by their activity. The word “interfere” is 
merely an extreme and colorful way of referring to participa- 
tion in internal affairs of Israel. 


THERE IS ONLY ONE THING WRONG with such participa- 
tion; there is not enough of it. American tourists and American 
investors are much too kind to this country for its own good. 
They are too prone to excuse and forgive faults which should not 
exist. “After all,” the benevolent American visitor says when he 
is disturbed by flies in a public restaurant, “the country is only 
10 years old. We should not expect too much.” 

He is wrong. He should expect more and demand more. If 
screens have been put up in hotel rooms, and in some restaurants, 
it is only because tourists have “interfered.” 

If there are delays, inefficiencies, inaccuracies or impoliteness, 
they can not be justified on any grounds, and the stronger and 
louder the complaints the sooner something will be done to im- 
prove matters. Those who think that it is sacrilegious and anti- 
Zionist to criticize Israel are rendering a grave disservice to the 
country. If there is anything this country needs it is construc- 
tive criticism—an@ it is not getting enough. There is a growing 
tendency to think that Israel and its leaders can do no wrong— 
and that leads down to the road to destruction. 


AMERICAN JEWS have made major contributions to the 
stability of America’s economy, and though they have contributed 
millions of dollars freely to Israel they have done almost nothing 
to influence the development of a healthy economy in that state. 
In Israel today labor has the bit in its teeth and is demanding 
more and ever more in the form of wages, benefits, premiums, 
bonuses and other compensation. 

A courageous member of the Israel Supreme Court has warned 
than “any increase the workman gets will be swallowed up in 
higher cost of the goods he needs must buy. Our political leaders 
know this too, but they are not bold enough to stand out against 
popular demand. They throw up their hands and help the very 
inflation they were elected to fight.” 

Inevitably Israel industry, with a rising wage spiral, is pricing 
itself out of the competitive foreign market, and playing havoe 
with its export possibilities. So what? The rich American Jews 
will meet the deficits and continue to pour their contributions 
in to keep the wheels turning. 


WITH ALL THEIR GENEROSITY and all their kindheart- 
edness, and all their love of Israel, American Jews have com- 
mitted the sin of abandoning a young and inexperienced country 
to its own devices. After 10 years of trial and error the state of 
Israel has magnificent achievements to show, but how much more 
progress might have been made, how many of the present serious 
fiscal and economical problems might have been avoided if the 
leaders of American Jewry had been more critical, more de- 
manding, more paternal. 

Financial assistance rendered to Israel by the United States 
government is supervised by technical and economic experts who 
see to it that the funds are properly used and not squandered out 
of ignorance. It is about time that American Jews begin to give 
serious thought to similar supervision of the vaster sums which 
they hand over so freely and unselfishly. Israel's welfare de-

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Catholic Night Watchman Is an Ardent ‘Guardian of Israel’

CLEVELAND, O. (NJP)— 
From his modest lodging on 
Cleveland’s Southeast Side, a 
balding, rosy-faced little man 
goes quietly forth five nights a 
week and checks in at his job as 
night watchman at General Elec- 
tric—perhaps~«an unusual spot 
in which to find an ardent Guar- 
dian of Israel. 

He might not recognize a me- 
zuza if he saw one—andg he may 
not pronounce “Mogen David” 
correctly; but he is one of this 
city’s most passionate support- 
ers of the Jewish state—and he 
even has scars to prove it. 


HE IS John Joseph Antozy, 
51; a Slovenian by descent and 
a Roman Catholic by faith. A 
bachelor, he lives simply, and 
spends little on himself. 

But since the Siani campaign 
last October, he has purchased 
Bonds for Israel to the tune of 
$9,000! 


“I LOVE the Jewish people,” 
says Mr. Antozy quietly. “I don’t 
think the world can get along 
without them. And that’s why I 
want to do everything possible 
to help them build their state. 
I wish more-of my own people 
felt this way.” 

The story of Mr. Antozy’s 
friendly feelings towards Jews 
in general probably begins when 
he was growing up in a Jewish 
neighborhood, and, as he Says, 
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“got to know them well.” But 
his devotion to the State of Is- 
rael actually started last fall 
when he was driving to work 
one day and, on his car radio, 
heard an appea’ broadcast by 
Mrs. Julie Kravitz, then chair- 
man of the Women’s Division 
of the Bonds Organization here. 


“I HAD never been so moved 
by anything in my life,” he ad- 
mits. “I called Mrs. Kravitz and 
asked her for some more infor- 
mation. Next time there was a 
Bonds for Israel meeting I was 
there — and made my first 
pledge.” 


Somewhere around that time, 











Mr. Antozy also heard televised 
broadcasts on Israel by such 
persons as Ed Murrow and Is- 
raeli Prime Minister Ben-Gur- 
ion. That clinched it. 


Encouraged by frequent con- 
versations with Mrs. Kravitz, he 
began to study the Middle East 
situation carefully —and much 
of his spare time is spent on 
reading up on the Israel situa- 
tion. 

“More than ever I became 
convinced that I was supporting 
a good cause,” he states, “I kept 
on buying bonds.” 


The mild, soft-voiced Antozy 
soon became a familiar figure 
at Israel Bonds affairs. Even 
when ‘he could not attend in 
person, he would come to the 
Bonds office here to deliver his 
pledge—often a collection of $5 
bills—of singles—of a few $10s 
—of pennies, nickels and dimes, 


even . making up a laborious- 
ly gathereq total of $500 or 
$1,000. 


And not only with his money 
but with the sword of his voice, 


is Mr. Antozy ready to defend 
the State of Israel. Not long 
ago, at a neighborhood bar, a 
couple of guys accosted him. 


“YOU'RE NO Jew,” they began. 
“Why don’t you buy U.S. Bonds 
instead of Israel Bonds?” 

“I do buy U.S. Bonds,” An- 
tozy told them, “but I buy Is: 
rael Bonds too, because they’re 
all the same. If Israel] falls, we 
do too.” 

The guys didn’t agree (this 
was in a tavern, remember) and 
a scuffle broke out. There were 
two of them, but Antozy is no 
coward. He saw lots of action 
in the Pacifte with the 77th In- 
fantry—and he hadn’t forgot- 
ten how to fight for a good 
cause. The guys left. 

And John Joseph Antozy 
proudly shows you the scar on 
his hand—a memento of the en- 
counter. “It was worth it,” he 
chuckles. 

There is another reason for 
Mr, Antozy’s devotion to the 
Jewish State — symbolized 
through two of Cleveland’s re- 
ligious leaders, Rabbi Abba Hil- 
lel Silver and Rabbi Barnett R. 
Brickner, both of whom he ad- 
mires greatly. 

So when it was announced 
that the Annual Guardians Din- 
ner here (entrance via a $1,000 
Bond) was to be held in honor 
of Rabbi Brickner, Antozy hur- 
ried up with his money—again 
a collection of small bills and 
change. 

“But I don’t think I'll be able 
to attend,” he told Mrs. Kra- 
vitz sorrowfully. “I have to work 
that night—and I’m afraid to

ALTER (The Ancient One) was originally a given name 
bestowed on children in the belief that it would as- 
sure them of longevity. Even when a person already had 
a name, they sometimes would supplant it-by “Alter,” 
especially in case of sickness. All given names eventually 
grew into family names. Galician family names came 
into being in 1789. It is probable that your family in 
choosing a name availed themselves of an ancestral good 
luck name. In exceptional cases “Alter” is a translation 
of the Spanish Senior (Elder) but the latter name often is

The town was predominantly Jewish, but 
it is not known why it had such a happy name, except 
that it was located on a peninsula in a Jake. Russian Jews 
adopted permanent family names for the first time in 1804.

Last year Asch moved to Is- 
rael, and later said he was sorry 
he hadn’t gone there when he 
was younger. He had been a 
Zionist for many years. He was 
visiting, his daughter in London 
when he died, shortly after speak- 
ing for the Friends of the He- 
brew University. 

Born in Poland, Asch was a 
Talmudic scholar in his youth, 
He wrote his first novel in He- 
brew, and. subsequently wrote in 
Yiddish. He was noted for his

ISRAEL MAPS EXPANDED 
PASSENGER LINE SERVICE 


By LEO HEIMAN 


JERUSALEM (NJP) — Israel 
is going to cut in on the tough 
international passenger-carrying 
traffic. Surveys carried out re- 
cently by the Zim-Shoham com- 
bine, Israel’s largest shipown- 
ers, point the way to this move. 


BIGGEST maritime money- 
makers are the oil tankers, fol- 
lowed by super-freighters, car- 
go liners, etc, Even coasters and 
small refrigerated ships make 
more money than passenger lin- 
ers. In fact, the more luxurious 
a passenger liner is the less 
money it makes, and some top 
liners, famous all over the world, 
are notorious floating deficit- 
makers, kept in service only be- 
cause of their intrinsic publici- 
ty-prestige value. 

For Israel, passenger ships 
are not only a matter of na- 
tional pride, prestige, publicity 
and goodwill, but also of securi- 
ty and economy. Middle Eastern 
politics being what they are, 
ships of foreign nations are for- 
bidden to call at Haifa during 
any hostilities or acute crises. 
The few shipowners that do 
send their vessels to Israel de- 
mand exorbitant prices, all kinds 
of war bonuses, danger pay- 
ments, ete. 

In any emergency Israel can 
rely on her own ships, and since 
new immigrants and retufning 
Israelis must be brought in even 
faster during emergencies’ to 
boost our slender manpower re- 
serves, it is clear that fast pas- 
Senger ships are a “must” for 
our merchant marine, 

Economically, our passenger 
liners have never been deficit- 
makers, thanks mostly to all 
kinds of currency restrictions 
(which made only payment in 
Israeli pounds legal), govern- 
ment subsidies, and large-scale 
migration to (and from) Israel. 

Simultaneous trebling of Zim- 
Shoham’s and El Al Airlines’ 


Passenger capacity, however, 
gave a new twist to Israel’s pas- 
senger traffic problems. The 
four Israeli luxury liners (Zion, 
Israel, Herzl and Jerusalem)—

Europe and America, the best 


way of getting out of the defi- 
cit morass in which most pas- 
senger ships get bogged down 
sooner or later, is.to build new- 
er, better and more economical 
passenger liners. 


GERMAN reparations are a 
golden opportunity to get at 
least two or three new passen- 
ger liners built—not merely in 
age but also in conception, 

New ships must have a speed 
of at least 24 knots (present Is- 
raeli liner speed—18 knots) to 
cut down on traveling time and 
expenses, To attain such speed 
without installing heavier ma- 
chines (thus commencing a vi- 
cious circle, for heavier engines 
need more fuel, more fuel needs 
more space, more space means 
a bigger ship, etc.), the new 
ships must be entirely stream- 
lined, and longer and narrower 
than the present ones. New sta- 
bilizers must be fitted for great- 
er Stability and elimination of 
any cargo holds and cargo-lift- 
ing machinery would decrease 
both weight and space. 

The ships must be one-tourist 
class liners, with two and four- 
berth cabins which the passen- 
gers must keep clean and tidy 
themselves.

TEL AVIV (NJP) — One of 
America’s leading contributors 
to Israel’s cultural and general 
development sees the youg state 
as “an active working labora- 
tory because of its manifold im- 
migration from all corners of 
the world. 

SAM RUBIN, president of the 
America-Israel Cultural Found 
ation, expressed that opinion 
while in Israel to aid in laying 
the cornstone for the Rubin 
Academy of Music in Jerusalem. 
Rubin sponsored the academy 
through the Foundation, donat- 
ing the entire $325,000 needed 
to buy the building and make 
structural changes. The Jeru- 
salem municipality contributed 
the equipment. 

Rubin told The POST the fu- 
sion of many cultures is more 
concentrated, intensive and 
unique in Israel than it was in 
the early years of the United 
States, because the latter coun- 
try was so much bigger. 

Israel is bound to produce in 
time its own special pattern of 
life and culture, Rubin thinks. 
He believes that with all its ener- 
gy and endeavor and the “incom- 
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parable creativity” of its young, 
Israel will emerge one day as 
one of the most modern and 
highly developed states in the 
world, He thinks it will act as a 
“catalyst” for the growth and 
development of the whole Middle 
East. 


DYNAMIC, HANDSOME and 
youthful, Rubin, president of the 
world-wide Faberge Perfume 
company, unlike many patrons 
of the arts, is himself ‘an ex- 
tremely cultured and_ talented 
individual. 

He began life as a would-be 
concert violinist, studying music 
quite seriously until he was 20. 
Then he heard Jascha Heifetz 
play, he says, and was so im- 
pressed with the effortless bril- 
liance of the artist that he de- 
cided to put away his violin and 
go into business. Rubin describes 
himself also as a “frustated 
painter.” 

He says he chose the perfume 
business becauSe perfume ma- 
king is an “artistic expression.” 
He said he entereq the perfume 
business through package-design- 
ing, which he took up first. 

But no single activity could 
capture the adventurous spirit 
and boundless energy of this re- 
markable man. He has endowed 
many university chairs, was one 
of the founders of the New York 
University-Bellevue Medical Cen- 
tre, an important supporter of 


Fund for Israel Institutions — 


which was the predecessor of 
the America-Israel Cultural 
Foundation. 


Today, in addition to strength- 
ening the “cultural interchange 
between Israel] and other coun- 
tries and the sending abroad of 
Israel artists, musicians and 
exhibitions, he is also concerned 
with the provision of scholar- 
ships for an exchange of students 
between Israel and other coun- 
tries. He even envisages an ex- 
change with Arab countries 
which he firmly believes will 
have to come about “perhaps in 
not too distant future.” His own 
son, Reed, at present at Yale 
University, Spent a year in a 
Kibbutz in Israel after finishing 
school. 

Rubin discusseqg with Prime 
Minister Ben-Gurion ways of 
helping to fill the essential needs 
of the new immigrants, which 
will also be one of the Founda- 
tion’s main concerns, as well as 
the sponsoring of cultural cen- 


ters in border settlements — a 
need greatly felt in those outly- 
ing places. 


In Israel as in America, Rubin, 
in addition to his cultural activ- 
ities, is also interested in several 
medical projects. Chief among 
these is cancer detection. The 
government hospital in Haifa in 
the last three or four years (since 
Rubin’s interest in it) has also 
launched a cancer detection clin-

Arab Refugees’ Bid 
For Settlement With 
Israel Is Reported 


WASHINGTON, D.C.) (NJP) 
—The so-called Arab refugees, 
acting without the approval of 
the Arab states, are negotiating 
with Israel for a settlement of 
the refugee problem, it was re- 
ported unofficially from Jerusa- 
lem this week. 

The Arab refugees, rather 
than the Arab states who at- 
tempt to speak for them, are 
increasingly amenable to a re- 
settlement that will give them 
status in other Arab states and 
will include compensation by 
Israel for their losses. 

SUCH A resettlement would 
be greatly dependent upon an 
active revival of the Johnston 
plan for use of the waters of the 
Jordan land reclamation and ir- 
rigation that would be of tre- 
mendous benefit to Jordan, Leb- 
anon and Israel. 

At his last week’s press con- 


ference, Secretary Dulles, re- 
plying to a question by The 
POST, disclosed that the Ad- 


ministration favors “a revival of 
a plan for putting the waters 
of Jordan to use both in Israel 
and in Jordan.” Observers at- 
tach significance to the fact 
that Dulles did not include men- 
tion of Syria in this statement 
and interpret this to mean that 
an attempt may be made to go 
ahead without Syria. 

THE PRO-WESTERN turn 
taken by Jordan as well as Sau- 
di-Arabia, Iraq, and Lebanon, 
would seem to provide an oppor- 
tunity to really work out a sei- 
tlement of the Arab-refugee 
problem that would include even- 





tual resettlement in the Jower 
Jordan valley upon completion 
of even a limited Johnston pian. 
This would also provide work 
for a vast number of the refu- 
gees. 

Only Egypt and Syria would 
gain politically by preventing 
this resettlement. The tremen- 
dous blow to the prestige and 
influence of these two countries 


among the Arab states. that 
would result could well mean 
Nasser’s downfall end a revolt 


within Syria. And this presents 
a real danger_to the uneasy 
peace now in the Middle East.

Lord Mayor Briscoe. 
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Sholem Asch Wronged 
By Jews, Rabbi Declares 


@ Editor, Jewish POST and-OPINION: 
The sad news of the death of 
Sholem Asch leads me to write 
you this letter in the hope that 
I may be able to do something 
to right the wrong which has 
been done to this wonderful man. 
Sholem Asch, who was prob- 
ably the greatest Jewish writer 
of our time, has proved with 
his book, “The Prophet,” that he 
was right in line with the best 
thinking of Liberal Judaism in 
our time. He did not rise to fame 
only with the publication of his 
book, “The Nazarene,” in 1939, 
but was already by that time 
known to the Jewish world for 
a long list of great works which 
included “Three Cities,” ‘Sal- 
vation” and “The Mother.” 

THE ALLEGED pre-occupa- 
tion with the Christian theme 
was not new in Sholem Asch 
nor novel in Judaism in our 
time. There has been, in the 
last century, a great rise in the 
works of the theme of the be- 
ginnings of Christianity. Many 
books in Hebrew and Yiddish 
and other languages by many 
authors dealt with this theme. 
Notably, the great works by Dr. 
Joseph Klausner, professor at 
the Hebrew University, and Jew- 
ish artists such as Israel, Sha- 
gal and Anatolsky and the great 
sculptor Epstein can be cited as 
having used the theme of Jesus 
and Christianity. Among great 
American Jews who defended 
Sholem Asch and gloried in re- 
minding Christiandom that it 
originates from Judaism were 
the late Dr. Stephen S. Wise, 
Albert Einstein as well as Dr. 
Abba Hillel Silver, who is today 
one of America’s leading spokes- 
men for Judaism. : 

In a defense against some of 
his attackers back in 1940, Sho- 
Jem Asch wrote that “It is not 
true that I have made a God 
out of Jesus and certainly not 
a God’s son. What I did say was 
to make him a Jew, which he 
was. He was born a Jew, he lived 
as a Jew and died as a Jewish 
martyr.” 


IN “THE APOSTLE” Asch at-> 


tempts to prove that it was only 
16 or 20 years after Jesus’ death 
that Paul was able to succeed 
in declaring Jesus as Gog and 
the Son of God among his disci- 
ples. 

The fierce attack on Sholem 
Asch and his books, “The Naz- 
arene,” “The Apostle’ and 
“Mary,” was completely unjus- 
tified, especially from the view- 
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which Sholem Asch had associ- 
ated himself for the past 20 
years. It is one thing to say 
that Sholem Asch was not an 
Orthodox Jew but quite another 
to say that either he or his 
works were “un-Jewish.” 

To a great extent we can at- 
tribute to Sholem Asch a newer 
and friendlier relationship be- 
tween Christianity and Judaism 
for the past generation. The fact 
that the common origins of both 
religions are so widely. known 
is largely due to the popularity 
of Mr. Asch’s books which are 
steeped in the finest Jewish tra- 
dition and which show no un- 
fairness either to Judaism or 
to Christianity.

Ritual Here 
To Stay, 
Reader Says 


@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 
I WAS very much distressed 
to read» the statement of Dr. 
Robert MaclIver about too much 
ritual in Jewish life in Ameri- 
ca. How much is too much? 

Anq why confine the state- 
ment to Jews in the United 
States? Cannibals in Africa have 
rituals, so do jungle people in 
Borneo, Malaya and China, (did 
you see the film, “The Lost Con- 
tinent’”?). Catholics have ritu- 
als, so do Buddhists, Moslems, 
Boy Scouts and the Knights of 
Columbus. 

And to say that “we must edu 
cate people to have loyalty to 
values of deep human implica- 
tions—but not on tHe basis of 
ritual,” shows a lack of under- 
standing of Judaism and of rit- 
ual. 


JUDAISM has been a forerun- 
ner in teaching kindness, moral 
ity, the. sanctity of life itself. 
And it taught these values long 
before Dr. MaclIver was born. 
And for a sociologist to dis- 
count ritual seems very odd to 
me—it indicates an unfamiliari- 
ty with human nature. 
SPEAKING generally, Jewish 
ritual life will not die. It has 
outlived many glamorous and 
flambuoyant _ civilizations. Its 
longevity is due to its being based 
on those very values which Dr. 
MaclIver thinks it does not know.

I WOULD like to answer your 
challenge to Rabbi Bookstaber 
in your editorial of July 5 con- 
cerning college fraternities and 
sororities. 

You first say that the one 
charge that cannot be defended 
about fraternity life is that they 
divide Jew from Jew. I agree 
they do divide, but they divide 
college men into’ groups of 
homogenous, similar _ interests. 
They do not divide Jew from 
Jew or Jew against Jew. And 
the choosing of the membership 
of these groups is done by the 
members’ themselves, What 
could be more democratic? The 
very basic principle of our dem- 
ocratic government is that the 
people have the freedom to 
make their own choice. Is the 
college man to be denied his 
right to choose his own friends? 

Your second charge is that the 
choosing of members for these 
groups is made on the basts of 
false values. You then cited an 
incident at the University of 
Illinois to support your position. 
I spoke to one of the girls who 
was among the six involved and 
I asked her what had happened. 
What was printed about the in- 
cident was not a complete or 
accurate account of what hap- 
pened. Furthermore, I believe 
that if you will check further 
into the matter you will prob- 
ably find that the girls who were 
given invitations to join were 
not daughters of the wealthiest 
persons. 


THESE GIRLS 
because the sorority felt that 
they were suited to their group. 
Assuming what happened was 
completely true, I cannot  be- 
lieve that you can honestly pic- 
ture this as typical of the entire 
fraternity system. I do not deny 
that these incidents happened, 
but I do say they are isolated 
cases. Fraternities do not pre- 
tend to be perfect. With over 
a million members, can you not 
expect occasional blemishes on 
their record? 

To the other charge that girls 
who are left out suffer terribly 
I would like to cite a conversa- 
tion I had with several girls 
who are in a sorority at Ohio 
State. We were discussing the 
probable effects of a new ruling 
which defered rushing until the 
second quarter of school. The 
major fear these girls had was 
that the freshmen after living 
in the dorms for several months 
would see that sorority was not 
necessary, contrary to what they 
had previously thought. This 
could hardly be true if there is 
this desolate feeling at Ohio 
State that you say is present 
at every school with fraternities 
and sororities. 

To your last challenge to 
Rabbi Bookstaber to defend the 
system I would like to quote 
several people on their thoughts 
on fraternities:

I know of soror- 
ity girls who use the univer- 
sity loan service, and sorority 
loan service, in order to help 
pay for their education. This in 
itself should show that we do 
not care one iota how much 
money the fathers have. 

It take no issue with your oth- 
er arguments against sororities 
and fraternities, although I per- 
sonally believe that the advan- 
tages of being a member of a 
fraternal group outweight the 
disadvantages at a school the 
size of the University of Illi- 
nois.

23-lb. broiling or frying 
chickens, cut up

Take the white 
meat off the bones, cut into 
cubes, or shred. Place in an oiled 
glass serving dish. Pour over 
concentrated broth. Place in the 
refrigerator for twenty four 
hours or until jelled. Serve gar- 
nished with olives, tomatoes and 
greens, 

Remove the dark meat from 
the bones. Place in a casserole 
or baking dish. Add a little broth 
and a cupful of cooked vegeta- 
bles.* (Left overs are good for 
this) Place in a 350 degree oven 
for 20 minutes. Meanwhile pre- 
pare a pie crust. When the chick- 
en and vegetables are hot, place 
the crust on top of the baking 
dish. Prick with a fork, and slash 
to premit the steam to escape. 
Return to the oven and bake at 
450 degrees 15 minutes or until 
the crust is brown. Each recipe 
serves 4 to 6. 

PIE CRUST 

84 cup vegetable shortening 

42 cup boiling water 

2 cups all-purpose flour 

1 tsp. salt 

Place the shortening in a large 
mixing bowl, Pour in the hot 
water and beat with a fork until 
the consistency of whipped 
cream. Add the flour and salt, 
and stir with a teaspoon until a 
ball of dough is formed. Roll out 
at once on a floured board or 
waxed paper. This crust is 
enough for two 8 or 9-inch 
crusts. When making the chick- 
en pot pie, the remaining dough 
may be rolled out and placed 
in a greased pie pan and baked 
as a shell for future use.

When he emerged from his 
visit with the Secretary, which 
lasted over one and a half hours, 
Azzam Pasha refused to disclose 
the matters he had _ discussed 
with the Secretary. However, in 
questions put to him by the 
POST, Saud’s representative de- 
clared: 

(1) That the delivery of. the 
Red submarines to Egypt con- 
tributed to “peace” in the Mid- 
dle East because “the stronger” 
the Arabs are, the stronger the 
possibility for peace;’ (Note: 
Eisenhower, at a press confer- 
ence, termed these Red subma- 
rines “Unhelpful.’’) 

' (2) He doesn’t believe any 
Arab couptry, “including Syria,” 
is going communist; and the in- 
fluence of any foreign power in 
the Middle East is detrimental 
and -not justified; and, he added 





that he wasn’t referring to Rus- 


sian influence but to British, 
French and Jewish, as well. 

(3) THE ARABS are united 
even though Jordan has severed 
diplomatic relations with Egypt 
and Saudi Arabia has, protested 
jagainst Syrian propaganda 
against his king. These are just 
|““family quarrels” and he _ pre- 
dicted they would be forgotten 
in the next three months. 

(4) The reason the Arabs won't 
sit down to discuss their differ- 
ences with Israel] is because 
“Arabs are honest people. Why 
sit down when it will come to 
nothing?” 

AZZAM PASHA also said that 
Saudi Arabia will join with Egypt 
in protesting Arab rights in 
Aqaba and Suez. In the heat of 
his indignation over Israel’s ship- 
ping using Aqaba, the Pasha @dis- 
closed that he had expressed his 
country’s disagreement with the 
U.S. on its stand regarding Aq- 
aba. He declared that these wa- 
ters are “presently being used 
against Arab wishes and against 
international law.” 

Asked if his country would

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ANTI-SEMITIC UNIVERSITY 


In all our experience we’ve never heard of such 
dastardly anti-Semitism as that evidenced in the admis- 
sions practice of a certain prominent university, which at 
this point we do not intend to name. 

In city after city, figures seem to show that if nine 
high school graduates applied, and two were Jewish, the 
seven non-Jews were admitted, while the two Jews were 
rejected. Investigation showed that inevitably the Jewish 
applicants ranked higher scholastically. ; 

This story may break soon, and we’re sure the uni- 
versity will suffer in the esteem of the public when the 
facts are revealed. What is more, public opinion will 
force the midwestern school to change its practices. 

But if an outstanding institution of learning can be 
guilty of such reprehensible actions, maybe others are just 
as brazenly anti-Semitic. So if you know of any cases, 
perhaps in your own family, where deserving students 
seemed to have been rejected because of the one reason, 
their Jewishness, will you please drop us a line? 


WAGE EARNERS AGAIN 


Following up on our editorials in connection with the 
desperate need for wage earners’ synagogues, there are 
two observations which are pertinent. 

Reform and Conservatism are putting up a wall which 
keeps the Jewish masses from affiliating with them, when 
because their dues are so high, they make it impossible 
for the man who works for someone else to afford mem- 
bership. 

The second observation is along the same lines, but 
in connection with the by now roundly criticized mush- 
room synagogues. These are the synagogues which spring 
up all over our large cities at the time of the High Holy 
Days. 

The, mushroom synagogues are in effect the wage- 
earners’ synagogues. They inevitably are Orthodox for 
reasons already stated, and they permit'the wage earner 
to pray at the High Holy Days at a minimum cost. 

We do not want to take the side of the wage earner 
without qualification, because the $100-a-year that is re- 
quired to join a synagogue or temple, even the best of 
them, will hardly bankrupt anyone. But this civilization 
being what it is, Judaism will not overnight resume the 
centrality in the life of the Jew which it occupied formerly, 
and no mistake can be worse than to fail to estimate the 
people whom one wants to serve. 

In another age, and another day, Jews will sacrifice 
in order to pay the dues required for congregation mem- 
bership. Today, hundreds of thousands of them either do 
not affiliate at all or they confine their worship to the High 
Holy Days and the mushroom synagogue. 


THE FACTS OF LIFE 


THE FACTS OF LIFE, those that are on the distaste- 
ful side, dictate that you show more consideration toward 
distant acquaintances and even your enemies, than to your 
friends. Your friends you take for granted, and have a 
right to. You don’t worry whether they will take offense, 
because you know they will understand. But not your oc- 
casional acquaintances and your enemies. You are careful 
in the way in which you approach them, because you know 
that every move will be challenged and scrutinized. 

That is why Ben-Gurion issued a special invitation to 
Lessing Rosenwald, who could be described as an enemy. 

There are certainly many people much more worthy 
than Lessing Rosenwald who deserve, because of their 
life-long efforts for Israel, an invitation to visit the Jew- 
ish state, whether at the behest of Ben-Gurion or not. But 
they know that such invitations will not be forthcoming. 

Rosenwald’s trip to Israel was not wasted. Israel has 
a way of growing on one, and although the reaction of 
Mr. Rosenwald to his first enthusiasm was not long in 
setting ‘in, his permanent attitude toward the Jewish state 
will inevitably have been changed because he saw Jews 
there who were everything he would like to be and cannot. 

INSTEAD THEN, of parading his joy in Israel, Rosen- 
wald sort of sublimates it by giving vent to his friendship 
and admiration not to Israel, but to the Jew who has done 
so much to see that there is a Jewish state—Ben-Gurion. 

In time, almost everyone who can afford to travel, will 
have visited Israel. This, more than all the editorials and 
words ever written, will weld together the two great Jew- 
ish communities of this century, those of Israel and the 
United States. 
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WE HARDLY EVER get a chance to 
spend the time with the men we love and 
admire that we would like to, and it is only 
bt catch-as-catch-can, to use wrestling term- 
inology, that we get to see some of the peo- 
ple for whom we have great affection ‘and 
admiration. 

So it was that the last time I saw Max- 
well Abbell, whose death last week came as 
a shock, was in his office. I had a few min- 
utes and walked in to say hello. 

After we'd talked a while, Maxwell asked 
me what I had in mind. When I told him 
that I came in only to say hello and to chat 
a bit, he found it hard to believe, and some- 
thing of a compliment. For, like all Jewish 
men in high stations, either in the Jewish or 
the general community, people come to see 
them when they want something. This is a 
debasement of the emotion of friendship, but 
the way Jewish life requires so many things 
these days, it is almost inevitable. 


MAX, AS HIS FRIENDS called him, was 
one of the true leaders of the community. It 
is difficult to put the words together which 
would accurately describe him for those of 
you who didn’t know him personally. All of 


us like to fit the people we meet into a cer- m 


tain pre-arranged niche, and from then on we 
recognize them as much by the niche ag for 
themselves. 

Max, of course, was generous, and gave 
to all positive Jewish causes. His interest in 
Zionism was second to that of no other Jew- 
ish leader. 

Perhaps it was the absence from his 
make-up of continual attack on other Jewish 
leaders which was the hallmark of his per- 
sonality. Chicago has another just like him 
in Ben Harris. 


THIS DOESN’T MEAN he wasn’t a fighter 
for any cause in which he believed, but it 
means that he was a man who stood on his 
own two feet and didn’t need to bolster his 
ego by attacking others. 


He told me, more or less confidentially

at the time, that he quit the chairmanship ¢ 
the government’s committee on discrimina. 
tion in employment because he couldn't seg 
himself doing this work while the Unite 
States took such an ignoble position in the 
case of the Dharan Air Base in Saudi Arabia 
from which United States Jewish servicemen 
were barred. 


WHEN HE TOLD YOU something, yoy 
could assume that it was accurate, that there 
was no ulterior motive behind it, and that he 
was telling it to you because he wanted yoy 
to know about it. 

In line with this, when he went ona trip, 
and he made a number of them to Israel, to 
South America, etc., in the past few years, he 
would multigraph a long and graphic account 
of what he saw, which he would then dis. 
tribute to his friends. I remember his ae. 
count of his visit to Spain and the relics of 
its once-great Jewish community, as graphie 
a first-hand description as any of the many 
historical pieces I’ve read on that country, 

It is more or less trite to say that he 
will be missed. Everyone has some attributes 
of greatness, and someone always misses 
those who are called to the Great Beyond, 
But it will be most difficult to replace Max- 
well Abbell, and one of these days, ask me to 
tell you how he made thousands of dollars 
for his friends, including the Jewish Theo. 
logical Seminary of America and a number 
of rabbis, by investing their money prudently,

The followers of Ichud, the One World 
enthusiasts, and the Swiss Guard of Mr. Dag 
Hammarskjold who believe that present-day 
Israel can absorb 700,000 Arab refugees have 
no stomach for Moses’ bitter medicine. Still 
the realism of Moses is a necessary counter- 
part of the vagaries of the Internationalists, 
Without the Mosaic realists there would be no 
nations to federate, no group cultures nor 
collective values to serve as the foundation 
stones of the edifice of a united mankind 
when the time is ripe. Those who force an 
idea before its time are often as discouraging 
to real progress as those who use gradualism 
as a cloak for reaction.

Wyatt Earp’s Tombstone Stolen From 
Resting Place in Jewish Cemetery

SAN FRANCISCO (NJP)—The tombstone of Wyatt Earp, 
famed gunman of the Wild West, was stolen last week from 
its resting place in the Jewish Hills of Eternity Memorial 
Cemetery. 

Authorities suspect the 500-pound granite stone is en 
route to Tombstone, Arizona, where the frontier marshal’s 
fast exploits with the six shooter made him the most feared 
man in the Old West. ‘ 

The Tombstone Restoration Commission has wanted Earp’s 
ashes buried in the city’s Boothill Cemetery, but relatives 
here opposed the move. The theft was news to Tombstone 
officials, who promised to return the stone if it showed up 
there. 

It was in Tombstone that Earp made his last “play” as 
the fastest gunman west of the Rockies, slaying the three 
killers of his brother in gun duels. 

The legendary shooter eventually came to California where 
he got into real estate and became wealthy. In the 1890's he 
married Josephine Sarah Marcus, daughter of a San Fran- 
cisco pioneer store owner. 

EARP DIED in 1929 at age 81 and his wife had his ashes 
interred in the family plot at the Jewish cemetery, located at 
Colma, a community bordering on San Francisco. Josephine 
died in 1944, Her ashes are next to Earp’s. 

Wyatt Earp is now a household name throughout the na- 
tion, thanks to television, where his exploits are dramatized 
weekly on a national network.
